He does not argue that it is 
right for unions to paralyze the nation or a commu- 
nity by pulling the switches and closing down essen- 
tian utilities without notice. 

*He does not argue that it is right that unions 
should escape responsibility for the acts of their 
agents. He does not argue that it is right for. unions 
to combine with others to fix prices or restrict com- 
petition. 
~“This, apparently, would be carrying the matter a 
little too far. Yet today every one of these things can 
be done by unions, with complete légal immunity. 


A Screwey Request 

Asked by the U. S. State Dept. to be good enough 
to teach the Japanese how to make dinnerware bet- 
ter and faster, American pottery manufacturers have 
replied “NO!” with trimmings. 

The Washington officials addressed their request 
to a man who's been dead for 35 years—but it even- 
tually got to the labor committee chairman, Jo: 
M. Wells, of the U. S. Potters Assn., who ied: 

“The request that American potters t in pro- 
moting the production of Japanese pottery is the 
most brazen example I have yet encountered of the 
State Department's consuming desire to spend our 
People’s tax money to take their jobs away.”
